Anjw. The Advantages you 


may receive by thele two Methods of Inftruction, are 
of a different kind: Reading feems more comprebenfive, 
for ‘tis much eafie? to read ( for Example ) ina Liw- 
Cafe, what has been the Opinion of perhaps twenty 
Men, than “twou'd be Perfonally to Confult two or 
three on the fame Occafion — But ftill ic muft be own'd, 
that asking Counfel ot the Dead only, is but a Melan- 
cholly Employment ; Reading alone is a deader way ot 
Inftruétion, and has befides this Inconvenience, that the 
Author always {peaking /a/f, fuppole in any Controverfe, 
we are apt to be Prejudic’d to the fame fide or Senti- 
ments he efpoules. Reading much may indeed accom- 
plith a Man both for Writing and Thinking, affording 
him Notion and Matter to work —_ but "tis little ad- 
vantage in his Speaking, unlels he has Converfation to 
to reine him, and teach him how to Praétife what he 
has fearnt. "Tis true, that promifcuous Reading, without 
Choice, or Prudence, or Method, rather confounds than 
betters the Judgment — but there’s the fame Incon- 
venience in Converfation: The /atter makes a Perfon 
finer, the other wifer, more eminently we mean, not ex- 
cluding the other. For we fee every day Inftances of 
fuch as have found their Minds ftrangely greaten’d, and 
their Capacities enlarg’d by coming into Bufinefs ; nor 
can there be any more pleafant way of Inftruétion than 
that of Ingenious Converfe. On the whole, whether 
we take Converfation or Reading in a promilcuous Sente, 
one w'th rother, or only the choice and bei of both, ’tis 
our Judgment that the Advantages trom both are equal, 
and therefore both muft meet to form an Accomplifh'd
